Enthusiasm ot the Inhabitants.

Kandy, March 24. 

Kandy 'by night has been very much more wonderfal than 
Kandy by day daring the Prince of Wales’ twenty hours’ visit. This 
was not because of gonint ceremonials, dwarfed almost into ‘in- 
nigoificanre by reminiscences of the Indian tour, but simply because 
it was Kands, with which India bag nothing to compare, 

Hlunointions, contined Principally to festouns and coloured 
lights around the exquisite lake, gave just that magnificens touch of 
myatic xlaour tothe enchanting picture. A towering forests of 
bills, blortirgout the stars al} arcond, loomed in toagnified shadows 
throogt theindigo gloom. The sultry air was heavy with the fragrance 
oflasciousplants and epicea The teeming crowd always flowing on 
without diminishing looked fantastically picturezque in the ilusive 
gleam’ from the Chinese lanterns and shaded lamps. All night long 

" there awelld and lulled the bable of thoosands, whose Gala spirit 
bam ahed sleep: all night long there arose the drubbing and bleating 
of tom-tomsard pipes. 

The Durbar of Kandvan chiefs which opened tho afser-dinner 
festivities was a striking dislay af Oriental colour acd grouping, but 
with litzte ofthe grandeur of the Indian States. : 

The Prince received upwards o> a hundred of these bejewellad 
and brocaded chieftains, who may be likened to heads ofclans: The 
Audience Hall, with its cclumn-supparted roof, giving the appear- 
ance of a substantial pandsl, formed:a richly quaint setting to the 
slow, clittering litte payaant fling past the Prince, whe afterwards 
thanked them cordialiy for their lovaly. 

Then, throurh a gaily-canopied arcade, the Prince and his stall 
walked tu the Maligaws, or Temple af the Tootl, where hia Royal 
Highness, was received bs the High Priest, who revealed to him the 
mach cherished Tooth of Buddha, a gigantic curved incisor rem- 
niece it of thetip fan elepheata rusk. Tais tressate, which re- 
poses withivseven successive caskets. i9 only disclosed up n verr 
Fare and impesave occas:dna. The Ternple itself is comparatively 
small and tavdry as Oriental fanes ad, 

Then the Prince proceeded to witness the Perahera procession 

of elephancs,to which each c sief contributed from hia private berd, 
#0 that 132 ofthese animals drew out the spectacle to a mile long, 
interspersed by several cars bearing grotesque idols of zicantic 
Stature and other ears Carrying native mosicians and batches of 
wildl¥-capering devil-dancers and batches of attendants eracking 
whips in endless vojless. The whole. of the languidly-moving 
pageant was luridiy lit by double rows. af flambeaux-baarers, $0 thar 
the throngedstreets of Kandy waxed and waned in a wonderfal 
palpitation ofhues. The Prince received a roaring reception when- 
ever he wasnighted. _
